20.—Passenger car production in) 


the United States during the first nine months of this 
year has exceeded the output for the same period of last 
year by 523,925 units, and has passed the total figure for 
all of 1927 by 125,042, it was disclosed today by the Depart- 


ment of Commerce. 

For the first three quarters of 
this year production totaled 3,064, 
237, as against 2,540,312 in the same 
period of last year, the total for 
the whole of 1927 being meget 
as 2,939,195.

Truck production also has kept 
pace with the upward trend in au- 
tomotive production generally, } 
with a total for the first nine 
months of 404,838, as against 366,- 
360 in the corresponding period 
of 1927. With three months re- 
maining in the year, the monthly 
average indieates that the out- 
put of commercial vehicles will 
eclipse last year’s total of 455,195. 

It was pointed out unofficially 
that while the resumption of the 
Ford Motor Company in the spring 
has been responsible, to some de- 
gree, for the record passenger car 
production thus far this year, there 
has been a general increase among 
all leading manufacturers in order 
to meet the demand for both domes-

To Vancouver, Wash., Plywood Co. 


Vancouver, Wash., Oct. 20.—The 
Vancouver Plywood Company has 
received a contract from the 
Fisher Body Company, a subsid- 
iary of General Motors, for $780,- 
000 worth of Plywood products. 
Immediate expansion of the plant 
here and further increases in the 
pay roll will result. 

Plywood products under the con- 
tract will pour from Vancouver to 
the St. Louis and Memphis plants 
of the Fisher corporation at the 
average rate of a carload a day. All 
of this material will be used to sup- 
ply one make of automobile, the 
Chevrolet, which has now changed 
over to 100 per cent, use of Plywood.

HILE THE PAINT and varnish makers were in 
convention in Detroit, some of the romance of their 
industry was brought out in the papers on the programs.

The little lacs live on the body of their defunct mother until 
they can shellac for themselves, so to speak. 

The remains of the dead mothers, together with the 
sap (of the trees), to the number of millions, are collected, 
melted over charcoal fires, stretched into sheets and then 
pounded into tiny flakes. Shellac, a valuable article of com- 
merce, is manufactured from these.

Be Careful, Pennsylvania | 

RESIDENT EDWARD GABLE of the Pennsylvania| 

Motor Federation has recently put forward a proposal | 
that his state adopt compulsory insurance along one of three | 

Jines. , ; 

The concrete suggestions are first a compulsory insur- 
ance law along the lines of the Massachusetts experiment. 

Second, the establishment of a state fund to be administered 

along the lines of the Workmen’s Compensation Fund. Under 

this plan every motorist would be required to contribute a 

specified sum annually to the state fund and cases growing 

out of accidents would be heard by a referee in the same 
manner that workmen’s compensation cases are heard. 

Third, he suggests a law requiring any motorist involved in 

an accident to give assurance of his financial responsibility 

to meet any reasonable claim, either through insurance or 
other manner. Failure to meet the claim would automati- 
cally result in revocation of his license. 

Of the first plan, Pennsylvania had best beware. The! 
Massachusetts insurance law gives every evidence of having | 
broken down. This state is now groping for a way out of | 
its experiment. The second plan may have possibilities, but | 
it is as yet untried. It may work, but there is no concrete} 
evidence to support this view. The third plan seems to offer 
very little that we have not got now. 

‘ "Tf Pennsylvania purposes offering itself as a labora- 
tory for trying out any of these schemes nobody can stop 
the state from doing so, but a glance at Massachusetts 
today ought to make any other Legislature a bit thoughtful.

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Eastern Parts Wholesaler Has Frozen Out Competition 


| Beats All Others 
In Territory by 
Unusual Methods 





It is said that possession counts 
nine points in the business game. 
Be that as it may there is a 
parts wholesaler in the East who 
has frozen out any possible com- 
petition in his territory by beat- 
ng the other fellow to it. This 
man adopted quite unusual meth- 
ods for a wholesaler in breaking 
lown and exploiting the terri- 
.ory.—The Editor. 











ITH the increasing vol-| 


ume in replacement 
parts and_ replacement 
items more attention is being 
given to distribution that will 


not only render the repair | 
man a prompt and dependable | 


service, but a plan that will 
forestall the entrance into the 
outlying territory of the job- 
ber of the little wholesaler. 
There are two common methods 
of meeting the service and com- 
petitive situation. One is the 
branch and the other the distrib- 
utor operating under the jobber. 

Both have their advocates. 

The general line jobber handling 
replacement parts finds it no prob- 
lem to establish a branch. A num- 
ber have done so. But there is more 
to it than picking out a territory, 
hiring a store, stocking it and man- 
ning it. 

Probably one of the most success- 
ful parts wholesalers in the East, 
and who is establishing from time 
to time branches in strategic points 
in his territory, has adopted a policy 
that is not practiced by jobbers 
seeking to create new outlets. This 
wholesaler, before considering a new 
branch, conducts a_ break-down 
analysis of the territory. And it is 
a most thorough breakdown. 

He personally conducts a door-to- 
door canvass of the repair shops, 
garages and service stations. He 
“lists these establishments, addresses, 
telephcne numbers, names of pro- 
prietors, etc. He endeavors to ascer- 
tain the volume of their repair work 
and more particularly their reaction 
to the use of new parts instead of 


trying to use the old. The informa- | 


tion acquilxd was quite surprising. 
He found that a number of shops 
were buying poor parts because of 


the attractive prices offered by the | 


salesmen. He also found that more 
or less grief in the shape of come- 
backs had resulted. 





Extensive Survey 








In his survey this wholesaler, by 
hard work, ascertained the makes of 
cars and trucks giving these repair- 
men their volume. He also obtained 
a very practical idea of the quick- 
moving replacement parts, i. e., the 
parts most frequently replaced. 

Being of the type winning the 
confidence of the repairman, he 
found out how and where they 
bought new parts. He was quite 
surprised to learn that more often 
effort was made to get a few more 
miles from the old part because the 
dealers of the make would not ex- 
tend a discount or one that was 
not attractive. 

This survey took time, but the 
results obtained warranted the ex- 
pense, for the wholesaler in tabu- 
lating his data was enabled to in- 


telligently plan his invasion of the} 


territory and to plan his stocks so 
as to not only render prompt serv- 
ice but to obtain turn-over. This 
wholesaler found that about six- 
teen makes of cars gave the volume. 


The figures were broken down and | 


tabulated by makes, models, etc. 
The break down of the parts and 
replacements showed volume _ in 
approximately the following order: 
Piston rings, piston pins, bear- 
ings, brake lining, valves, timing 
gears, springs, clutch facings,

Store Location 





In selecting the location of the 
store consideration was given to 
accessibility to the largest number 
of shops with their possible buying 
power. This was based, of course, 
on the break-down analysis. While 
the stock was being made up for 
the branch, fixtures installed and 
other details arranged, a snappy 
circular type of letter announcing 
the opening of the branch, its serv- 
ice, parts to be stocked, discounts, 
etc., was mailed the list. 

This letter was followed with 
post cards featuring service on 
some particular part. And every 
announcement bore the name and 
address and the telephone number 
of the branch. And the name of 
the manager was given. 

Two distinct merchandising pol- 
|icies were placed in operation at the 
ibranch. First, extensive use was 
| made of the telephone, calling the 
|Tepair man, telling him of the ser- 
i; vice and seeking business. It was 
{not a distinct appeal for orders, but 
= effort to sell the service with 
the voice carrying a smile. This pol- 
jicy got results. 
| The second angle in the merchan- 
|dising plan was a_ parts-service 
salesman calling on the shops. This 
man was taken from the service 





field and grounded in the sales pol- | 


licies of the house. He first served 
as a missionary man for the whole- 
isaler, establishing contact, building 
good will through rendering service 
land thereby selling his house. He 
|was not the type of salesman who 
|dashes madly in, grabs an order and
